g r ap h the m att 3r in all its particularity . 
Hong Dot of E. Lung’s laund ry , will be­ 
gin his return trip to China in about four 
weeks. 
The purpose of his long journey 
is to take home the remains of his brother, 
Hong Shing. who d ied here six y ears ago. 
The two Hongs came in 18 74, but Shing, 
the y ounger, who was twenty y ears of 
age, was sickly . 
When he d ied he was 
buried to await Hong Dot's time for mov 
ing the remains to the family resting 
place in Cbina. 
Day before y esterd ay 
Shing’s grave was reopened . 
The skele­ 
ton was, with brotherly care, prepared 
for transportation 
Dot, in caring for 
his brother’s bones, would have no one 
to help him but a negro, who d id not 
really take to the work. 
The Chinaman’s 
ex ample of ind ustry , however, soon beat 
d own his objections, and the African and 
Mongol washed , scoured , wiped d ry , and 
neatly packed every atom of the late 
Shing for the journey to the last resting 
place. 
When the coffin was opened all the 
bones hud fallen apart and Dot was very 
solicitous lest a scrap would be overlooked . 
An iuy eutory was takeu when the d e­ 
voted brother and his colored assistant 
went to work in scraping and washing. 
The latter process was d one twice, and 
then came ad d itional scouring and polish­ 
ing, even of the finger and toe nails, 
which had been closely collected . 
The 
thigh-bones, when they came from the 
hand s of Dot and the African, were ivory 
white. Shing*s skull, after being washed 
insid e and out, was filled with costly mus­ 
lin. 
The teeth were carefully cleaned 
and polished . 
Dot came across a false 
tooth and threw it away . 
He wanted to 
take nothing of Shing which the art of 
man had supplied . 
After the cleansing 
process had been completed every part of 
the remains d own to the finger and toe 
nails, was wrapped with muslin and then 
with heavy mani’la paper. 
A neat pack­ 
age of the bones was then mad e, with a 
coll ci'on of Confucian proverbs on nar­ 
row slips of pasteboard , highly pictured , 
in each end . 
Dot then opened a capa 
cious valise, put the package in it, locked 
and carried all that remains of Shing to 
the laund ry , there to await the trip to 
China. 
After seeing the bones resting in 
the family burial-place Dot will return to 
this country , probably nex t y ear.

curing this mod e of illuminating, hoping 
that we would hay e more and cheaper 
light than ever before. 
Being lun by 
water power the ex pense would be so 
very much les9 than the cost of genera 
ting electricity for the electric light in 
most cities that are compelled to con 
sume large amounts of coal for fuel in 
the necessary use of steam engines, we 
had fond ly hoped that this enterprise 
here would pay the euergetic found er of 
the plant a good profits on his invest­ 
ments. 
But such appears not to be the 
result of Mr. Fletchers efforts and it 
seems that he has been forced to sell out 
his interest for about one half the amount 
it cost him. 
As compared with running 
an electric light with steam power one 
would be led to suppose that with the fa­ 
cilities, incid ent to the ownership of a 
good water power, that the profits would 
be very great. 
But such appears not to 
be the result. 
The practical test of all 
electric light enterprises show that while 
the gas companies are pay ing large d ivi 
d end s to stock hold ers the “electric light 
across the way ” is generally calling for 
assessments from its operators. 
We arc 
informed by Henry lliggins, of the gas 
company , that the electric light plant wd l 
be continued here, 
and that George 
Fletcher will have charge of it as hereto 
fore; but whether or not the price of clec 
trie light will go up he could not enlight 
en us at the present time.
